IT ISN’T EASY BEING GREEN SPACE 


Mixed-use development 
could take place of one 
of last downtown parks

A tiny stretch of rare parkland in the Loop 
that sits near several downtown college cam- 
puses could be replaced by a building that 
would include a space for Chicago Park Dis- 
trict headquarters. 

The city’s Department of Planning and 
Development announced Tuesday that it is 
looking to sell the one-acre L-shaped site— 
appraised at $14 million— that includes park 
district-run Pritzker Park and the adjacent 
city-owned parking garage and is soliciting 
mixed-use development proposals. The prop- 
erty sits at State and Van Buren streets, just 
steps from John Marshall Law School and the 
DePaul Center, the anchor to DePaul Univer- 
sity’s downtown campus, and across the street 
from the Harold Washington Library 

City planners are soliciting so-called mixed- 
use development proposals, such as a mix of 
commercial, retail and parking, according to 
a news release issued Tuesday The deal would 
designate the office space and parking spots 


for the park district. 

“We encourage developers to submit pro- 
posals that will complement the ongoing re- 
vitalization of the Loop,” Andrew Mooney, 
commissioner of the department of planning 
and development, said in the release. “Resi- 
dential, institutional, and other uses that take 
advantage of its proximity to public transit, 
local colleges, the Harold Washington Li- 
brary, and other area amenities would also be 
considered.” 

Pritzker Park, which was home to the gi- 
ant fiberglass eyeball sculpture in 2010, is less 
than one acre in size and near several CTA 
stops. 

Just last month, the Friends of the Parks 
criticized the city for exploiting open space 
for development, pointing to the proposals 
to build the Lucas Museum of Narrative Art 
on the lakefront and the Obama presidential 
library in Jackson Park or Washington Park. 

“The proposal to occupy Pritzker Park with 
a high-rise threatens to erode the only open 
respite in an otherwise dense downtown area 
that is built lot-line-to-lot-line, curb-to-alley” 
the Friends of the Parks said in that news re- 
lease.

“The elimination of Pritzker Park would 
leave this community unserved by proximate 
public open space. Furthermore, Pritzker 
Park fits the textbook urban model of a cen- 
tral public square next to the city’s public 
library, providing a space for public program- 
ming and activities similar to NewTbrk City’s 
celebrated Bryant Park.” 

The park district said on its website it took 
ownership of Pritzker Park in 2008 and rede- 
signed it to its current look, which includes 
knee-high concrete walls for seating. 

Last month, the park was the venue for 
free dance performances. The Chicago Loop 
Alliance hosted 24 programs last year on the 
small patch of green space from yoga classes 


to a steampunk marching band. 

According to the park district, the park is 
located at the site of a single-room occupancy 
hotel demolished in 1990. The city developed 
the park as the Harold Washington Library 
was under construction. 

In the 199 os, the city’s planning and devel- 
opment department recommended “the park 
should remain as a permanent green space,” 
the park district website said. 

Potential developers are being asked to 
plan on having 12,000 square feet of “multi- 
purpose recreational space” open to the pub- 
lic, the city-issued release said. 

In addition, the park district is requiring 
65,000 square feet on two or more floors and 
up to 80 parking spots for its future office use, 
the news release said. 

Last year, Crain’s Chicago Business report- 
ed the park district had sold its office space 
at the former Time-Life Building at 541 N. 
Fairbanks Court and would move out of its 
headquarters by 2018. 

Development proposals are due by June 12, 
with a winning bidder chosen this summer, 
the city said.

After Blackhawks goaltender Scott Dar- 
ling started his first NHL playoff game last 
month, he and his family gathered for dinner 
at a downtown steakhouse overlooking the 
Chicago River. 

With a chance to celebrate what was the 
biggest athletic ac- 
complishment of 
his life — the Black- 
hawks’ 4-2 win in 
Game 3 of their se- 
ries against the Pred- 
ators — Darling did 
not head to a bar or 
a club— and he cer- 
tainly didn’t have any 
alcoholic drinks with 
his dinner. 

There was a time not long ago when alcohol 
would have been on the menu for Darling— 
and a lot of it. Drinking was not only a way 
to party but for Darling it was also a way to 
overcome his social anxiety 

But after hitting rock bottom in 2010, 
Darling went on to make his most important 
save in 2011. It was his perseverance in kick- 
ing his alcohol addiction that brought him 
to the Blackhawks. At the same time, it was 
the drive to get back into hockey that helped 
Darling kick a problem that nearly derailed a 


promising career and ruined his life. 

“Fortunately for me, I was able to just make 
a decision {that} enough was enough,” Dar- 
ling said. “I just wanted better out of my life 
and that’s what I did.” 

Now, he has gone from humiliation to hero 
for the Hawks. Darling’s play in net spurred 
the Hawks to a 3-1 series lead against the 
Predators; the Hawks eliminated Nashville in 
six games with regular starter Corey Crawford 
in goal. It was a surreal moment for Darling, 
who grew up a Hawks fan, and his family, who 
can’t believe Darling finds himself at the pin- 
nacle of hockey success after what he went 
through just a few years ago. 

‘As far as making it to the NHL, I never re- 
ally thought about it that far,” said Darling’s 
mom, Cindy “I just wanted him to be healthy, 
get his life together, get his life in perspective, 
which he did. 

‘And I think that because of all he’s been 
through he just appreciates it much more.” 

For Darling, the drinking began when he 
was in junior hockey and carried over to his 
early years in college. When Darling arrived at 
the University of Maine, he seemed typical of 
college hockey players who liked to have fun 
off the ice, but Darling’s drinking habits soon 
were seen as excessive. 

“It was his sophomore year we realized for 
sure he had some bigger issues and needed 


help,” said Tim Whitehead, Darling’s former 
coach at Maine. “We tried a lot of different 
angles with his captains and coaches. ... We 
exhausted all the options.” 

But nothing got through to Darling. 

Cindy Darling said because her son was so 
talented, people tended to look the other way 
when it came to his drinking. And for Scott 
Darling, drinking was away to compensate. 

“He had a lot of not-fitting-in feelings and 
anxiety,” Cindy said. “Lots of people choose 
things to make themselves feel calmer or to fit 
in, and that was his choice.” 

The problems eventually became too much 
and Whitehead kicked Darling off the team 
in 2010. Darling then spent another year wal- 
lowing in alcohol as he washed out with the 
Louisiana Icegators of the Southern Profes- 
sional Hockey League. 

“When you bottom out like that in the 
Southern Professional League and they’re not 
concerned whether you stay and you end up in 
the NHL, that’s not an accident,” Whitehead 
said. “He earned it every step of the way up.” 

Cindy remembers the day Scott told her he 
was making a change— July i, 2011. 

“I realized how far I had fallen in such a 
short period of time,” Darling said. “I went 
from a top college prospect to jobless, no de- 
gree, didn’t make anything out of my college 
career and no bright spots in the near future. I 


just had a moment of ‘That’s it.’ I’ve been try- 
ing to build my way back up ever since.” 

Darling had to slog through lower-level 
professional leagues and earn his stripes. It 
meant losing weight, working out every day— 
and not drinking a drop. 

Eventually, he caught the eye of the Hawks, 
who signed him to a contract on July i, 2014, 
three years to the day after Darling made 
his commitment to turn around his life. He 
quickly showed his ability in Rockford before 
nabbing the backup gig with the Hawks, earn- 
ing a two-year extension through 2017. 

“Scott’s an awesome guy,” Crawford said. 
“He’s gone through a lot to get here and he’s 
been playing awesome. How can you not feel 
good for him?” 

For Darling, the anxiety isn’t as serious as 
it once was. 

“He wants to be his best and he’s not going 
to risk that,” Cindy Darling said. “He’s so hap- 
py not only because of how well he’s doing in 
hockey, but the weight of the world is off his 
shoulders. He’s jovial. He’s funny He’s the kid 
I always knew that was in there.” 

A kid who has grown up.

Words misspelled in 
downtown art pieces

Looks like someone forgot to press the spell- 
check button. Two words— Jupiter and Cas- 
siopeia— were misspelled on public art instal- 
lations that went up on a new Roosevelt Road 
pedestrian pathway in the Loop, and now 
the Chicago Department of Transportation, 
which commissioned the project, is busy try- 
ing to fix the problem. 

The pathway which stretches from the 
Roosevelt CTA Station to the south end of 
Grant Park along Roosevelt Road, is partially 
covered with granite and concrete pavers and 
contains stainless steel benches. 

The pavers (akin to bricks) and benches are 
inscribed with words representing artifacts, 
places and events influential to Chicago, Illi- 
nois and all of mankind, according to project 
subcontractor and designer BJ Krivanek. 

On one of the granite pavers, the word 
Jupiter appears as “Jupitor.” On one of the 
benches, Cassiopeia— a constellation— is 
spelled “Cassiopedia.” 

The benches and granite pavers cost approx- 
imately $4,000 and $i8o-$300, respectively 
said landscape architect Jane Chen of TUta- 
manu Inc., the firm hired to design the project. 

The word Jupiter was misspelled on original 
construction documents obtained by RedEye 
from project designer Krivanek. But the word 
Cassiopeia, which appears both on pavers and 
on one of the benches, was spelled correctly 
signaling a problem during fabrication. 

CDOT was unaware of the misspellings un-

til contacted by RedEye but is now working 
to correct the problem, according to Michael 
Claffey a CDOT spokesman. 

CDOT has asked the fabricators to fix the 
problem at no cost to the city, Claffey said. 

Construction on the pathway project be- 
gan in July 2014 and is slated for completion 
this June. The total construction cost of the 
project is an estimated $7.2 million, accord- 
ing to Chen. Approximately 8 percent, or 
$550,000, of those costs are attributed to 
decorative installations, including the pavers, 
benches and several light fixtures.

Google mobile searches 
exceed Web searches 

Google’s influential search engine has hit a tipping 
point in technology’s shift to smartphones. More 
search requests are now being made on mobile devic- 
es than on personal computers in the U.S. and many 
other parts of the world. 

The milestone announced at a digital advertising 
conference Tuesday serves as another reminder of 
how dramatically online behavior has changed since 
2007. That’s when Apple released the first iPhone, 
leading to a wave of similar devices that have made 
it easier for people to stay connected to the Internet 
wherever they go. 

The upheaval has rocked PC makers and other 
companies such as Microsoft with businesses tied 
to sales of desktop and laptop computers. Google 
has been able to adapt better than most companies, 
partly because its search engine is embedded in the 
popular Android mobile operating system. 

“The future of mobile is now,” says Jerry Dischler, 
a Google Inc. vice president in charge of the compa- 
ny’s service for creating online marketing campaigns. 

Besides in the U.S., Google’s mobile search re- 
quests are outstripping requests in nine other coun- 
tries. Japan is the only other country that Google is 
identifying.

IT MIGHT HAVE BEEN THE FLYING ELEPHANTS. Or maybe 
something about those dizzying teacups. Whatever the inspiration, David Ezra 
Spinner knows it all started at Disney World. After a 2010 trip to the park with 
friends, the Chicago sales executive decided it was time for a change. 


“It takes you out of real life and puts you in 
a world that literally makes you feel like a kid 
again,” Spinner said. ‘And I was like, All these 
people came up with these ideas and they 
bring joy to people’s lives. And it’s so fun and 
lively and creative,’ and I was like, ‘I want to 
do that. I miss that.’ ” 

Five years later, former Avondale resident 
Spinner, now 32, still is channeling the imagi- 
nation that was reignited on that Florida va- 
cation-through a little boy wizard and his 
three-eyed pet monster. The pair star in 
Spinner’s first picture book, “Weldon Wex- 
ford and Murkie Monster,” which he self- 
published in February, and will continue their 
magical hijinks in the series’ second installa- 


tion, “Weldon Wexford and Murkie Monster 
go to Wizard Camp,” set to come out in June. 

Originally Spinner’s Disney World aha mo- 
ment pushed him to pen a young adult novel 
about Wexford. But three years and more than 
250 pages in, burglars broke into Spinner and 
his husband’s home and stole the laptop on 
which he’d saved all his work. The robbery was 
especially upsetting because the perpetrators 
also took (or let loose) the couple’s two French 
bulldogs — a story that got a lot of media atten- 
tion when it happened. Pierre and Rue were 
found safe that evening wandering around 
Humboldt Park, but the experience was 
enough to rattle Spinner and his writing plans. 

“I kind of stepped back and I was like, ‘I’m 


done, I can’t do this anymore.’ I already had 
an emotional roller coaster with the dogs, it’s 
just not meant to happen,” Spinner said. “But 
eight months later a voice in my head that 
told me to start that book was just like, ‘Just 
rethink it, make it something different.’ ” 

The simplified story now focuses on Wel- 
don begging his parents for a monster and 
underestimating how much work caring for a 
pet can be. To bring the story to life. Spinner 
enlisted Canadian illustrator Peggy Collins, 
whose colorful drawings he’d come across 
online, though because Collins was busy and 
generally doesn’t work with self-publishers, it 
took some convincing. 

“It is often very difficult to work without an 
editor and art director,” Collins said. “Howev- 
er, David’s book was fun, had some really fun 
imagery and had a kid, and a monster, wearing 
goggles. I am a sucker for drawing kids with 
glasses or goggles anyway so I agreed. Plus, 
David has to be the nicest guy in the world to 
work with.” 

Buoyed by Collins’ whimsical artwork and 


Spinner’s background in marketing, “Weldon 
Wexford and Murkie Monster” has sold more 
than 400 copies so far, he estimates. In addi- 
tion to friends and family members who’ve or- 
dered the book. Spinner reached out to teach- 
ers at Chicago grade schools with an offer to 
read to their classrooms. He’s visited about a 
dozen schools since March, and to his surprise, 
received orders at each one for additional cop- 
ies from parents and teachers— not to men- 
tion an enthusiastic response from the kids. 

“There’s a page in the book about {clean- 
ing up] monster poop and they love it,” Spin- 
ner said. “It’s cool getting real-time feedback 
because {it helps] shape what your stories are 
going to be like.” 

A deeply rooted business sense also shapes 
Spinner’s vision. Growing up without much 
in Brighton Park on the South Side, Spinner 
recalls creating his own picture books to bring 
to school as a kid. But that early penchant for 
creativity and storytelling was eventually side- 
lined by more corporate-minded pursuits — 
partly Spinner says, because he wasn’t out at 






that point and wanted to counteract what he 
perceived as more effeminate career interests. 
Now, however, he’s making the most of both 
his artistic passion and commercial experi- 
ence to create and share his stories. With plans 
for at least lo titles in the series, toy Murkle 
Monsters and other merchandise and interac- 
tive activities for fans. Spinner hopes to even- 
tually make enough profit to make writing his 
full-time job, secure 
a publisher and make 
Weldon and Murkle 
household names. 

For Spinner’s hus- 
band Charlie, seeing 
David embrace his 
creative side has been 
a welcome change of 
pace, especially for the 
couple’s six nieces and 
three nephews who love the books. 

“David does a good job of making the book 
fun and magical and just kind of creating 
something that is not necessarily something 
you would think an adult would come up 
with,” Charlie Michael-Gurion Spinner said. 
“He does a good job of looking at things from 
a child’s perspective, and I think that can res- 
onate with children.” 


As he puts the finishing touches on his 
second Weldon Wexford book and outlines 
a holiday-themed third, David Spinner is also 
turning a page to his own new adventure. He 
and Charlie have put their Avondale house on 
the market and relocated to Seattle for Char- 
lie’s work, a major move for the Chicago-cen- 
tric couple who, in addition to their dognap- 
ping scare, also made headlines last year when 
they became the first 
male same-sex couple 
to obtain a marriage 
license in the state. 
David Spinner credits 
that honor and the un- 
expected support that’s 
come with it with the 
lightness and positiv- 
ity he was able to write 
into his stories. 

“Dreams really do come true when it comes 
to love and impacting people’s lives and the 
book is part of that,” Spinner said. “Chicago 
shaped who I was and who I am and I feel like 
it’s the Midwest mentality, you work hard and 
your dreams come true. And so I think this is 
the beginning stages of my life when it comes 
to my next chapter.”

Take this as empty provocation if you must, 
but it’s sincere: Kanye West, a guy who knows 
a thing or two about the artful mingling 
of provocation and sincerity is the most 
important, influential cultural voice to emerge 
from Chicago in a generation, and you can’t 
bring yourself to acknowledge that, can you, 
Chicago? 

It is not reaching very far to assume that 
West thinks he is better than you, and me, and 
most life-forms. And yet, is it possible you’re 
also wrong— that, despite his TMZ ubiquity 
reality TV wife and talent for the sort of 
bombastic pronouncements that most royalty 
would avoid, not even his hometown quite 
appreciates Kanye? 

I ask because he’ll be back in a few days 
to receive an honorary doctorate from the 
School of the Art Institute of Chicago. 

Kanye’s inclusion was greeted with eight 
weeks of arguments against his worthiness: 

» He’s unlikable. 

» He’s an egomaniac. 

» He’s a musician (and SAIC doesn’t grant mu- 
sic degrees). 

» He’s a flop as a fashion designer. 

» He doesn’t live here. 

» He doesn’t give back to Chicago. 

» It’s a transparent hipness grab for the 
school. 

» It’s a transparent gravitas grab for Kanye. 

» He’s not political. 

» He’s a celebrity. 

» He’s no artist. 

A handful of (mostly online) voices have 
spoken up to defend the choice, but the cho- 
rus of nays, and the general West-wariness, has 
been steady and predictable. 

Every conversation I have about Kanye 
is harsh, glib and dismissive, the hatred pal- 
pable— even fascinating, a subject as compel- 
ling as Kanye himself 

But why can’t a city that shows unwavering 
support for Oprah Winfrey Poi Dog Pon- 
dering, John Hughes, Buddy Guy and every 
Second City alum who held a 312 area code for 
a hot minute, close its ranks and show some 
pride for its most vital and relevant, albeit 
abrasive, homegrown talent in decades? 

Still, probably the most depressing reaction 
to Kanye’s invite has been from the SAIC 
alums and students— art students! —who 
petitioned the school, handing out fliers on 
campus calling for SAIC President Walter

Massey to rescind the honor, tangling them- 
selves in art-speak knots to explain why West 
is undeserving. 

Not all of these complaints are without mer- 
it. It was unseemly and cynical, the way SAIC 
decided to grant West’s honorary doctorate. 
The artist mentioned in an interview with 
Vulture that he had studied at the American 


Academy of Art on South Michigan Avenue 
but always wanted to attend SAIC. Soon after, 
Massey tweeted out an invitation to Kanye: 
Well, how about we give you a degree? 

That said, for art students to protest an 
artist’s celebrity talent for blatant self-promo- 
tion, flailing stabs at trying on a new medi- 
um— or everyday obnoxiousness — smacks of

a deep irony and an ignorance of art history 

Yes, Kanye has a song modestly titled “I 
Am a God,” but Picasso, in his own moment 
of field-leveling, once declared: “God is really 
only another artist. ... He has no real style, he 
just goes on trying other things.” 

But perhaps the most disappointing thing 
about local reaction to West is how simpatico 
both sides would probably be: West often 
speaks of his songs as “sonic paintings.” He 
backs up his pretense, and philosophically 
has shown an uncanny ability to connect the 
threads that bind seemingly disparate influ- 
ences, revealing throughlines from graphic 
design to architecture, fashion to dance, visual 
art to rap. His career, from his fashion flops 
to minimalist stage designs— his longtime 
creative director is Chicago’s Virgil Abloh, a 
trained architect— even doubles nicely as an 
ongoing experiment on how to maintain one’s 
creative curiosity and restlessness. 

If that ambition turns people off, it’s tem- 
pered by a sincere need to scratch one creative 
itch after another. Beneath the grandiloquent 
self-evaluations of genius lurks a rangy perma- 
nent dissatisfaction with how far he’s pushed 
himself 

As Kanye told late-night host Seth Meyers 
recently explaining ambition as well as I have 
ever heard it explained: “Get really successful 
at one thing, you start to groty you feel like 
you can do more things, and your shoes start 
to get a little bit tight. So you do everything 
you can to get a bigger shoe. So you can walk 
further and run faster.” 

Those reasons alone are pretty inspiring 
reasons for an art school to confer an honor- 
ary degree. Let me suggest one more: 

Earlier this week I sat in on a class at SAIC 
about rap music, taught by a slender, “Brady 
Bunch”-looking guy named Andrew Lindsay 
His class, in discussing Kanye, effortlessly 
located the connections to the civil rights 
movement, toTS. Eliot, to art itself 

Listen to this, he said, calling up a Kanye 
track that, in its first seconds, took an abrupt 
left turn. 

“What do you hear?” he asked. 

‘Architecture,” a student replied. 

“Exactly” he said. “True inspiration.”

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Mumford & Sons swaps 
banjos for synthesizers

A dramatic musical shift is evident on Mum- 
ford & Sons’ latest album, “Wilder Mind,” 
Avhich the British quartet released Monda}^ 
The album marks a departure from the roots}^ 
Americana sound that won the group millions 
of fans, critical accolades and industry awards 
for its first two albums. 

Almost entirely gone are the banjo, mando- 
lins, accordion, acoustic guitars and upright 
bass of 2009’s “Sigh No More” and 2012’s “Ba- 
bel,” which collectively have sold nearly 6 mil- 
lion copies in the U.S., according to Nielsen 
SoundScan. Instead, synthesizers, blazing elec- 
tric guitars and bass-drum loops on “Wilder 
Mind” offer a distinctly different sound. 

While a major shift like this— which now 
finds the band closer to British rock acts such 
as Coldplay than rootsy acts like the Lum- 
ineers— may seem risky in today’s musical 
climate, Mumford & Sons are confident that 
theirs are fans who will endorse all their musi- 
cal instincts. 

“It feels almost like they’re supporters of us 
as people rather than as musicians or rock stars 
or whatever,” the group’s namesake, Marcus 
Mumford, 28, said. 

Stylistic shifts this dramatic are rare but not 
unprecedented. Norah Jones left many fans 
of her sultry jazz-pop scratching their heads 
when she indulged her country music passion 
with the Little Willies side project, Katy Perry 
gave up her identity as Christian singer Katy 


Hudson for a new career in mainstream pop 
and Taylor Swift left behind pretty much all 
vestiges of her country music foundation on 
her two latest blockbuster pop albums. 

“It wasn’t a need,” band member Winston 
Marshall said. “Banjos, dobros and acoustic 
guitars are not our first instruments. Mum’s 
a drummer. I’m a guitarist. I think Ben’s the 
only guy who {was} playing his first instru- 
ment. Touring for six or seven years with those 
{acoustic} instruments, there was definitely a 
need within us to do these other things.” 

Where “Babel” was largely written on the 
road while the band toured its debut album 
“Sigh No More,” the runaway success of “Ba- 
bel” afforded the group the luxury of time off. 

“Because we made {‘Babel’} and wrote so 
much of it whilst we were touring, in sound 
checks, we were using the same instruments 
as we’d had on our first record— that’s what we 
had at our disposal,” Marshall said. “This time, 
we could go away and play guitars and synths, 
drum loop machines and all this kind of non- 
sense.” 

The result: a darker, more melancholy tone, 
mostly centered on self-doubt, that has as 
much to do with how and when they wrote the 
songs as with any conscious effort to try some- 
thing different. 

“It definitely feels like a nighttime record to 
me,” Mumford said. ‘A lot of the songs were 
written at night. A lot of the songs we did to- 
gether happened at, like, i in the morning.”
